CORALLORHIZA ODONTORHIZA (ORCHIDACEAE) IN LOUISIANA 
While working on a Flora of St. Helena Parish, Louisiana, 1 collected Coral- 
lorhiza odoniorhiza (Willd.) Nutt., a new state record. This orchid was to be 
expected in Louisiana as it had been recorded from neighboring Mississippi 
and Arkansas (D. S. Correll, Native Orchids of North America North of 
Mexico, 1950; also in lilt.). Louisiana's orchid flora is now 37 species, of 
which 19 occur in St. Helena Parish. Collection data: rich woods 5 mi !

HYPOCHOER1S IN TEXAS.—Since the completion of the Manual of the 
Vascular Plants of Texas (Correll and Johnston, Texas Research Foundation, 
Renner. 1970) recent collections have extended the known range of Hypo- 
choeris microcephala van. alhiHora and added two species of the genus, H. 
radicata L. and H. brasiliensis (Less.) Benth. & Ilook., to the flora of the 
state. 

ora (Figure 1) was first collected in 
North America by L. H. Shinners (Sida 2: 393-394, 1966). This taxon has be¬ 
come an abundant roadside weed in southeast Texas. In the last two years, 
it has replaced Pyrrhopappus as the most frequent Ciehoriaceous taxon in 
some places along the freeway system and in vacant lots near and in Hous¬ 
ton, Texas. In the springs of 1969 and 1970, I collected Krigia and Pyrrho-
